she fail, reflect what will be your loss, 
as well as your self-reproach for having 
caused both her ruin and your own." 
Cehva.STES when putting these words 
into tho mouth of Lotiiahio uncoa- 
.•^ciously spoke of responsible govern- 
ment We may employ and make use 
of such a system, but it.cannot be over- 
trained or toyed witli. Each mem- 
.■ bcr of society tnuat take his part not 
merely in filling tlio passive duties of 
daily life but in watching fnirly the 
conduct of tho body politic. Who be- 
ing the bead of a family or having tho 
lawful cpntrol of his servants or agents 
would not supervise and carefully 8can 
their conduct. Who, if being charged 
with tho auditing of the accounts of an 
agent, would neglect such a duty. And 
yet such is the rfivoir of every elector 
in the province and neglect in such a 
duty will bring its own jiunishraent. 
For the welfare of the community 
there can bo no supineness. Responsi- 
ble government intends and means 
that there lihall bn purity and an ab- 
sence of selCshneiJS, that its chief aim 
is tho common gooil — an end which 
reason and experience tnacli cannot be 
reached but by self denial and vigilance. 
Let us ask the general public what 
knowledge of the aflairs of tho province 
has been gainsayed to them during the 
pa.st twelve months. On our part we 
have endeavored to extract from tie 
government some enunciation of their 
intentions and actions. We have had 
to complain of the most gross incom- 
petency in their handling of tho ad- 
ministration of justice, of the niggard- 
liness which prevents go vernmniit agents 
incurring (savt: at their own nxpcuse) 
liabilities for neco.ssary police duty and 
which same jjarsimouy (let .Air. IJeavkn 
Kay what ho will) led in the result, 
though indirectly, to the killing of the 
lamented Mr. IJssuei!. Wn will not 
now consider the attempt of Mr. Walk- 
Kil to guide the hnuda of the judges 
and control the cnnduci of suits, 
and we reserve for a future oc- 
casion a subject net yet dead, the 
purchase of cement for the drydoek 
with tho surrounding circumstances. 
And wn have not lorgotten the present 
drydoek contract and its rainifu'iUions, 
nor the imposition of unlawful interest 
in tho shape of '21 per cent. u])on un- 
fortunate ta.xpaycrs, nor the Johnson 
street bridge embroglio, nor the stupid 
contracts for the Cariboo wagon road. 
These with other and important sub 
jects suggested by tho public mind will 
in turn be dealt with. The fact is 
the government is rotten. One mem- 
l>er at least ia reputed to havo none of 
their confidence and it is said he does 
not want it, and rumor hath it that the 
other two havo not tho most fraternal 
rclationa How the trio will manage 
to meet the next House it isdiihcuit to 
imagine. Tho trouble is tho govern- 
inent have had it 80 much their own 
way and havo led their followers such 
a dance to suit Heltlbh interests, that 
tbose same followers feel their oats 
when they have axes to grind and then 
the government considers it must do 
what the devil drives. So the build- 
ing of a wharf for a recalcitrant niem- 
bor for New Westminster nnd other 
nicida for his district brothers keep tho 
political machine rolling. Well, after 
all, it is but cause and effect, though 
very low. It ia to be hoped that now 
we are on tho evo^of a bew departure 
there is a chance for better things ; 
that having gone through tho fire (and 
no doubt wn have) we may find meu 
returned as representatives tliroughout 
the province who will think aud act less 
for themselves than for tho public

Of ajiecimens in 
natural history Mr. Coivi.kv certainly 
carries oft" tho jialiu in Philharmonic 
Hall; while Pi'.sdray a Co. with their 
large pyramid of every imaginable 
kind of soap are entitled to the first 
place in the Skating rink. The man- 
agers and all concerned have richly 
earned tho thanks of. the whole com- 
munity ill the discharge of thoir self- 
imposed but none tho less onerous tardc 
ill bringing tho exhibition to such n 
successful opening. That the result 
will be equal to and e.xceod their o.\ 
peclations financially there i.s no rea.son 
to doubt; and thus a most worthy in- 
stitution in our midst will bo started 
afresh on its mission of disseminating 
useful knowledfro anions: the masses.

Mr. T. Davie was 
confident th.at ho would be enabled to 
show that tho matter was ono of rivalry 
and jealously between tho T.siinpians and 
Hydalis and that the uccuaed was inno- 
cent of tho charge brought against him. 

Supt. O'Connor had ni.ado inquiries and 
had found that tho statements of tho pris- 
oner wore not in accordance with facta. 
Case remanded till Friday. 

Tlin UUROI.ARV TASK. 

Fred Uoltlier, on remand fr.'om tho -Uli , 
was charged with committing a burglary 
on tho Esquimau road at the residence of 
Capt. Hugh McKay. 

Officer Hough, sworn — Went to Cant. 
McKay's liouso on tho morning after tlie 
burglary and found fresh foot prints 
leading to tho door that had been broken 
in; there waa one particular foot print in 
a box of .131103 that had boon thrown out ; 
this was a plain impression showing every 
nail ill the shoe; afterwards procured the 
shoes produced from the prisonor in gaol:

—Left tho Dominion Hotel with prisoner 
on Monday week last botwoon six ami 
seven o'clock; left him at tho cornar of 
Yates and Govornmenl stroota; witness 
spoke of tho night that thuSlopo was due; 
met the prisoner again on tho corner 
near Chadwick's about 8 o'clock; could 
not tell how long it was before ho saw 
prisoner again. 

To Supt. O'Connor — Did not rouiembi:r 
mooting prisonor at tho Terminus saloon, 
on Johnson street on the night of the 
burglary; would swear that he did not 
moetpriaoneratSo'clock on that night; did 
not remember seeing tho ])olico officer in 
hia room at 3 \i. m. on the morning after 
the robbeiy; did remember seeing an ofli- 
cor about 7 o'clock that morning; did not 
I reme liber whether the oflicor asked if ho 
had soon prisoner the evening before; 
did not win $30 gambling at the .-Vdolphi 
saloon on tho evening in question; was 
not acquainted with the [irisoiier in Port- 
lan.l. 

The Suporiiiloiident did iioL \visb to aak 
any further questions, .as witness iloiiicd 
everything. 

To the Court. - Was runner for the Do- 
minion Hotel; waa a moulder by trade; 
had boon on the steamer Sir James Doug- 
las. 

Stephen iIones,swnrn — Reiiiemborcd the 
morning of Wednesday week; told pria- 
oner that tho police wore looking for a 
man named Frod; on tho evening before 
took a drink with jjrisoner at Wrigles- 
worth's about 10 o'clock: saw him in tho 
hoiiau about iS o'clock that e\eniiig; wit- 
ness and prisoner returned together; a 
few minutes after wont down to Govern- 
ment street, prisoner w.as regular in going 
to bod; could not saj' whether prisonor 
took his candle and went to bod beforo 
witness went out. 

To Supt. O'Coniiiir — I'riHoiier was in his 
houBO a week; had not been treated by 
him till that night; did not know whether 
he stayed in hifl house from 8 to lOc.i'cIock 
on that Tuesday "evening; had soon him 
lilaying cards; there waa no gambling in 
his hoiiao; could not say that prisoner had 
bade him good night beforo that evening; 
did not know whathop.aid for tho drinks; 

i liud no nuiiioy holonging to pri.vmer in 

I hia possesHion. 

I Hugh McKay, recalled for the prosoeu- 
I tion, and stated that he found the lock 
i of the back door broken, and that tho 
pieces produced were found on the floor 
of tho kitchen. Further evidence waa 
chiofiy a corroboration of officer Hough'.s. 

Leonard Hairraino, for the defence, do- 
])osod to playing at cards with priaom r 
at about a quarter to o'clock on the 
Tuesday evening in question at the Dn 
minion hotel. 

Frank Esacnwiiie's ovidonce wa.s to the 
cfl'ect that he was with prisoner and Mc- 
Millan about 7 o'clock on tho Tuesday 
evening in question, but that prisonor 
did not go home with him; witness did not 
see prisoner go to bed, but that hu came 
to witness' room about 8 o'clock. 

The prisoner waa fully committed for 
trial at the ensuing assizes.

To rii i: EiilTOU : — Ponding the adop- 
tion of a system of electric lighting in 
this city, the esporioiicc of other cities, 
as recorded hereunder, may be of value 
to those who have tho conduct of nego- 
tiations and of interest to j-our many 
readers :

•' TIIK ELECTRIC UOHT AX SAN JOSE, " 

" It is a sine-ilar fact that there haa 
not been a successful lighting of any city 
in this State by the tower system, adopt- 
ed by the Brush Electric Company. Tried 
us it has boon in a number of cases, some 
fault in tho construction of the tower, or 
a lack of power by tho generator, inter- 
fered with its success; at loaat, ao its pro- 
jectors said. But thuir failure to remedy 
those defects is an admisaioii that the ays- 
torn adopted by them is still crude and 
imperfect. With a big whoop and hurrah 
for a while they cheered tho poonio of 
Nevada City with the hope of cnoaply 
lighting thoir atreuts: but notwithstand- 
ing all tho bluster about driving tho (ias 
Company away by the electric light com- 
petition, tho streets aro still lighted by 
gas, and the works of tho Electric Com- 
pany havo gonoto tho junk shop and sold 
for old iron. 

" We think they aro thu aamo parties 
who got Novada excited that aro now 
arousing tho San Josijites' ciithuHiasm. 
After the tower had been partially built, 
a United States engineer pronounced it 
weak for tho first forty feet. Whether 
tho balance was also insecure ia not stat- 
ed, hut there were altcrationa, remodel- 
ing, etc. , which used up all tho funds, 
and friim SIOOO to §2000 more ia required 
to carry out tho remaining alterationa. 
Tlio difficulty is now to raise this sum, 
and the citizens are requested to contri- 
bute. Each contributor to the tower 
fund is made a stockholdor. It is revivi- 
fying tho old Tower-of-Babel scheme. If 
tlio owners of the patent havo confidence 
in the ability of thoir invention to light 
up San Jose' they should jiut thoir hands 
in their own pockets and build it. No 
aubsidy ahouid be granted, either by tho 
city or by coiitribtitiona from citizens. If 
tho invention i.s not of such a character 
aa will stand the teat of its owners put- 
ting in coin, then it surely is no stronger 
with tho gcnor.al public, and ahouid bo 
drojiped aa suddenly as its light is ex- 
tinguished." Ob.sehvbk.

What I merely HUppo!?ed to be a fact 
is really the truth. I am now under 
water taking notes among the fishes. 
They have a government iia responsible 
as our own. The retl-uosod lobster ia 
their attorney general; tho htird-fistcd, 
pnlc-faccJ crab thoir linanco' minister; 
and the rude, unpolisihed, brainlcsa oys- 
ter their provincial Hccretary .\ woll 
fed clam is thoir speaker, and thu .ser- 
geant at arms is — a shark. It ia aniaz 
ing to sec the whale, that Vanderbilt of 
the deep, bending his tail and bowing 
in presence of tho lobster. Tho readers 
of Thf Coloniat must havo' patience 
now. They are this moment jireparing 
to laugh. They imagine that tho bend- 
ing and bowing of tlio whale are part.s 
of the ceremony that prcccdo his lunch. 
They think he is going to swallow tho 
lobster. Ho'd just aa soon think of 
swallowing his own grandmother. He 
has a profound respect for that little 
red-nosed hardy fisb, and knows that 
it Is his interest to keep liim in tlio 
upper place. If tlio little fishes took 
it into their heads to elect a great law- 
yer like tho sword fish, the VandorbilLs, 
tho aelf-mado porpoi.sea, in fact all the 
Holf-niado fishes would have to live by 
hono.'jt industry and give u[) the old 
practice of making the multitude jiay a 
double tax. The big fishes iiiulerstand 
the art of ruling. Insignificant lisli 
may bo cajoled, flattered, bullied, or 
bought, but the swordlish is unapproach- 
able. He is eloquent, ambitious, a 
great lawyer, and a protector of tho 
poor little fish who aro unable to pro- 
tect themsclvp.s. He lias no chance of 
getting elected to fill the ofEce of at- 
torney general. Tho self-made fishes 
are ready to risk their lives and for- 
tunes in sup[)ort of insignificance. The 
want of merit is tlio very best recoin- 
mondaLion tho rcjireaentativo of fish 
can poase.H.s. Thu \'anderbilts arc t he 
real rulers and despise the genius that 
presumes to protect tlie taxpayers. If 
there happenetl to be a civil war among 
the fishes the self-matin snobs woukl 
select the stupidest fish to conduct the 
campaign, well knowing that his want 
of skill would prolong the war and 
givothem a clmnco to rob the riuilfi- 
tudo of inillioiiH. 

It is amusing to see the lobster 
laughing when Vanderbilt bows. He 
really thinks hiniBclf an important fish; 
he never saw his shadow in a glass; anri 
it is qtlito possible ho cannot perceive 
his own insignificance. Tlu; crab is 
not ambitious; he wishes to be tliouglit 
a prudent fish; but he is a miser, and 
this makes him popular with self-made 
fishes. Every miser has hia prica The 
oyster is a modern patriot, and was at 
ono period of his life a martyr. By 
some strange accident he got into an 
oyster bod that was filled with educated 
oysters and fenced in by old nations 
not quite suitable for the present age, 
He stirred up a good deal of mud and 
made .some noise and the multitude of 
little fishes, .with little trains, think he 
is an eloquent patriot. He is a true 
believer in tlie eleventh commandment. 
"Oyster mind thyself and make pro- 
vision for a change ot weather." Any 
fish with thin idea in his head iu sure to 
praspcr, because he is a tool fit for use 
by the self-made masters of tho deep. 

"When I remember the scenes I saw 
on land in our own legislative council 
I am astonislied by scenes in the waves. 
In our house tho prosperity of tho pro- 
vinco was worthily represente<l by ex- 
Mayor Harris. His good humored 
face, his gigantic form and his agile 
legs moving gracefully under his three 
hundred pounds of fat reminded nio 
constantly of my dear brother John 
Bull, and of hia prosperity. As ser- 
ceant at-arins the ex-Mayor was an 
ornament to llie house. But look at 
Sergeant Shark and his wonderful 
teeth; and see how he swallows a tax 
payer or a representative. If a meni- 
bor of tho o])position under water 
attempted to quote from May in sup- 
port of hisopinion Sergeant Shark would 
open his mouth, lift the fishy skin over 
his eye and look at the orator, who 
would instantly close his book and feel 
he was error. In the legislative coun- 
cil of fishes there is no nonsense, and 
that is a consolation. All the repre- 
sentatives under water are like the 
Gallaghers and Browns. When I ar- 
rived hero there was over a score of re- 
presentatives like Gallbi'nith who would 
insist on wasting the public time with 
vain displays of puerilo aloquenco that 
no fish could understand. All these 
fellows have disiajipoared in the maw 
of Sergeant Shark. It will interest 
your readers to know that the elo- 
quence of a fish is in his tail; his ar- 
gument in his teeth and the expression 
of opinion in his oye. He never fails 
to convey his ideas to an audience and 
is in many respects .superior to tho 
Gallbraiths, Gallaghers and Browns. 
Tho speaker under water is a solemn 
noncnity. He has no opinion of his 
own, but he looks to the lobster for 
instructions and acts according to his 
views. It often occurred to me that 
tiie shark as sorgoant-at-arms is an in- 
stitution very suitable for modern 
council chambers. The boldest man in 
your local house would hesitate to talk 
nonsense if he were sure that a display 
of ignorance would end his career in- 
side the Bergcant'a teeth. The fishes 
voto liko servilo pcera in solemn 
silence. Content or non-content is cx- 
preascd by the eye, but the eloquent 
tail never moves in presence of the 
licrgeant. 

A t prosoit all the solf-umde fishes in 
the Pacific are talking of the Daricn 
ship canal, and liko the self-made men 
of this continent they are preparing Ic* 
visit Europe. The rouiulaboufc jour- 
ney by tho Capo was expon.sive and 
tedioua. The great self-made fishes 
will go in thousands by the short road 
to the Atlantic and the result may lic 
a scarcity of fish iu Europe, This is 
important intelligence for the owners 
of the cauii.oriea eatablishod on tho 
Fraser. In tho United Kingdom there 
are tho^usands of m«u who live on pota-^ 



toes and fish. If tho Iri.sh cannot get 
I fish they'll' eat the pigs and pay no rent 
I and that will be another blow at tho 
tirifitccracy. But the swordfisL, the 
.-looitilist of the deep, will come to the 
rescue of the aristocrats. In thousands 
these terrible Gah will swarm at both 
fends ;of tiib/canal and pitch into the 
tourls'ts wltir a vengeance. It is really 
a strange coincidence that a self-nmdo 
tish is like a self-made rnan, more niis- 
erabln than any of the multitude ho 
worries. 

The spirit of the socialist is spreading 
far anil near among the fishes,, and iti 
is easy to see by 'their tails, teeth and 
eyes that the lobster, crab and oy.ster 
uiust retire to their n;itivi,' nuui. The 
.swordQsli ia the mortal foo of all self- 
made fishes and ho is popular because 
he is the greatest lawyer in the deep 
and opposed to taxation for useless pur- 
poses. 

He has no respect for the loKster, 
tho crab or the oyster. He s.ays it is 
n di.sgrace to the fishes to havo such 
muddlers in high places, and that taxa- 
tion is double what it ouglit to be. .He 
cannot so-o wliy the whale shouhl eat 
twice as much as lie wants while n poor 
fellow who works for a living at low 
wages can scarcely gel enough to eat. 
A revolution in the ocean is at hand. 
When thoroughly under.stood tho lan- 
guage of the tail, teeth and eyes I shall 
he able to send you interesting rejiorts. 
The shark as hergeant-at-arnis limiting 
tho supply of puerile eloquence is tho 
grandest sight I saw in tho ocean. Im- 
agine the junior member for Kooteimy 
in his .Sunday clothes and decorated 
with an enthusiastic fit of devotion to 
the interests of tho fourteen electors he 
bought with beef, rising in his place 
overloaded witli the idea of his own 
importance, and in jionijious tonos re- 
ferring to his hon. friend. And then 
such a sergt-.-iiic-at-arms as the .shark 
opening his mouth and preparing to 
swallow the si-iiaker and his speech ! 
What a ]jicturc for Punch ! The fish 
at sea and tbs fanners on shore aro 
well fi.Ked. But there is a good time 
coming. 

A OoQtury and, a Quarter Old. 

Mrs. Nancy Tims, of whom mention 
waa made in ilio.se columns three weeks 
ago and who is jiorhaps the oldest li\'- 
ing being is daily growing more feeble 
and it now seems quite evident that 
she cannot much longer survive. Many 
of our citizens have called to see this 
venerable woman since her arrival here 
II month ngo, and have listened with 
eagerness to her recitals of the long 
ago. For one and a quarter centuries 
Mr.s. Tims luis been a living witness to 
passing events. She fought 104 yeaii 
ago on tho 11th of this month and as- 
sisted her mother to mould bullet.s for 
the use of the Americans in that con- 
test.
